Ho  was  quite  successful  and 
made  considerable  money  out  of  each  investment,  till  at  last 
he  was  taken  into  partnersliip  with  his  old  employer, Jefferson 
Louie,  of  Fulton  County,  Ills.,  each  to  share  the  profits 
half  and  half,  Mr.Hulbort  to  do  the  buying.  The  mode  of 
travelling  was  on  horseback,  riding  ^  distance  of  600  miles 
to  the  fields  in  which  he  was  operating.  By  this  business 

he  be eame  possessed  of  considerable  means,  at*  least,  when,  in 
1888,  ho  emigrated  to  Adair  gonnty,  Iowa,  purchasing  800 
acres  of  land  in  Washington  Township,  on  Sections  25  ,  PA, 

IS  &  14.  T’nis  farm  he  improved,  and  has  since  added  on 

to  this  old  homestead  so  that  dtKK'iSOOnbft  in  one  body 
there  he  now  owns  2,000  acres,  I’jTis  is  one  of  the  finest 
farms  in  Iowa,  fenced  all  around  with  barbed  wire  and  cross 
fences  of  the  sane  material.  This  farm  is  used  exclusively 
for  stock.  It  was  here  that  the  first  herd  of  short-horn 
cattle  that  were  brought  into  Adair  County  were  turned  out, 

the  admiration  of  all  who  saw  them.  Mr#HUlbert  purchased 

then,  in  Ky,  and  he  made  this  line  of  business  very  ex¬ 
tensive  from  1868 -  1874,  but  in  connection  bought  and 

8 hipped  cattle,  first  driving  to  Afton, Iowa,  then  to  Creston, 
Iowa,  and  so  on,  as  the  railroad  was  complete-  at  each 

point.  His  operations  wore  wide-spread,  and,  consequent  upon 
the  failure  of  Jay  Cooke  &  Co.  of  Philadelphia,  in  1875, ho 
was,  for  a  time,  financially  embarrassed.  Not  from  the 
want  of  financial  ability,  but  from  depressions  in  business 
circles  generally.  He  was  oblige  /I  partially  to  suspend 
operations.  Being  a  man  of  good  buainea  tactics,  and  of 
resoljite  will,  he  cane  again  to  the  front  with  flying 
colors,  *ind  became  one  of  the  foremost,  men  of  Adair  County , 
lovta.  /  In  1888  he  renov  d  to  Fontanelle,  Iowa,  and  built 

his  fine  residence  in  the  south  part  of  the  town.  He  also 
owned  land  in  Kureka  Township,  Iowa,  which  is  nicely  culti¬ 
vated  and  improved."

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As  a  young  nan  Harrison  Halbert  left  the  home  farm 

and  clerked  in  a  store  at  Byron*  Genesee  County,  U.Y.; 
then  at  Perry  Center,  Fyoncng  County,  U.Y.  ,  in  the  store  of 
J.C.  Lathrop,  where  he  remained  until  1859,  when  he  bought 
a  farm  I-£-  miles  west  of  perry  Center,  U.Y, About  1850  he 
sold,  this  farm  and  bought  his  father* s  farm  at  Pavillion, 
U.Y.  and  lived  there  until  the  Spring  of  1857,  when  he 
removed  to  the  village  of  Le  Hoy,  U.Y. tin  order  tc  have 
his  daughters  receive  a  good  education  there  in  the 
wInghan  University.  '*  In  the  Spring  of  1859  this  family  removed 
to  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.  ,  where  they  lived  on  the  west  side 
of  the  Grand  River'"  until  the  Spring  of  1862.

He  was 
very  upright  and  honorable  in  all  of  his  dealings,  a  true 
neighbor  and  citizen;  much  respected;  always  ready  to  help 
the  worthy  and  every  good  project  for  the  advancement  of 
the  towns  in  which  he  lived. His  wife  was  a  member  of  the
